TWENTY-FOURTH 
SESSION-FOURTH 
DAY. 


SENATE* 


S a cr am en to, January 5, 1881. 
The Senate met pursuant to adjournment, at 10 
a. m. President Mai ¿afield in the Chair. Roll called. 
Quorum present. Minutes read and approved. 
Mr. P ickixso.v, Chairman of the Committee on 
Rules, submitted 'ts report as follows: 
Amend Rule 1 so as to read ;is follows : “ The time 
of meeting of the Senate shall be 1 o’clock p. m. 
(Sundays excepted), and iu case any other is named 
it shall be applicable only to une day, and shall 
not affect this rule beyond the day named for a dif­ 
ferent hoar of meeting.” 
In Rule 5, subdivision 6, strike out the words 
“ first reading,’’ and insert in lieu thereof the word 
“ printing.” Subdivision 7, amend to read as follows: 
“ First reading on engrossment of bills.” Subdi­ 
visión 1), strike out the word “ third,” and insert iu 
lieu tlwrtof the won! “ second.” Subdivision 10, 
add the following as a new subdivision : “ Third 
reading of bills.” Renumber balance of subdivision 
in Rule 5. Amend Rule C, so as to read as follows : 
“ Every bill shall be read on three several days 
previous to its passage. 
When a bid is introduced 
it 6hali be printed and referred to an appropriate 
committee. 
When a bill is reported back from a 
committee with amendments, or otherwise, it shall 
be considered as though the Senate were in Com­ 
mittee of the Whole, and shall be read aud perf< cted 
by sections, which shall be the first readiug o? the 
bill, and when so read ar.d perfected, it shall be en­ 
grossed aud printed without amendments. It shall 
then be read at length a second time, which shall 
he the second reading of the bill, and on such 
second reading, it shall be open to amendment, as 
U]»on its first reading. On the final pasi ore of a bill it 
shall be read at length by section, w hich sha’l be the 
third reading of the bill, aud ou such third reading 
no bill shall he open to amerdment, as upon its first 
reading. On the final passage of a bill, it shall be 
read at length by section, which shall be the third 
reading of the bill; and on such third reading no 
bill shall 
be open to amendment, 
except it 
may 
be 
recommended 
with 
special 
in­ 
structions. 
On the final 
passage of 
a bill 
the roll of Seuato:s shall be called and the vote 
taken by ayes and noes, which shall be recorded in 
the Senate journal, aud no bill shall be declared 
passed unless a majority of the Senators elected 
vote for the passage of the same. The presiding 
officer of the Senate shall give notice at each read­ 
ing whether it be tbe first, second or third reading 
of the bill 
The first and second readings of a hill 
at length may be dispensed w ith in cast* of emer­ 
gency by a two thirds vote of the Senate, bv a vote 
of ayes and noc3.” Am -nd Rule 7 by striking out 
“ 1:30 ’and inserting in lieu thereof “ 2:30” and “ 4.” 
Amend Rule 15, subdivision 2, by striking out the 
word “ eight ” and insert in lieu thereof the word 
“ nine.” Amend subdivision 23 so as to read as fol­ 
lows : “ Committee on Irrigation and Water Right?, 
to consist of seven member?.” Amend subdivision 
24 by striking out the w rd “ fisheries ” and insert­ 
ing in lieu thereof the woid “ fish.” Amend subdi­ 
vision 26 so as to read as follows: “ Commitee on 
City, City and County, and Tow n Governments, to 
consist of seven members.” Amend subdivision 29 
so as t«* read as follows : “ Committee on Drainage 
and Mining Debris, to consist of seven members.” 
Amend subdivision 30 so as to read as follows : 
“ Committee on Apportionment and Representa­ 
tion, to consist of nine members.” Add to Rule 27 
the following: “ If the previous question is neg­ 
atived the Senate shall procesd in the same 
manuer as if tbe motion had not been made.” Add 
to Rule 31 the following : “ A motion to reconsider 
m aybe made by any Senator aft* r notice given.” 
In Rule 43, after the word “ Assembly,” in second 
line, insert the words “ State officers.” 
Amend 
Rule 51, line second, by striking out the word 
“ teu,” and iuscriiug in lieu thereof the word 
“ fhe.” 
Mr. D ic k in s o n — I move that the report be taken 
up and considered. 
Mr. Ryan- -From the reading of the report by the 
Secretary 1 take it that the proposed repent is the 
old rules amended. 
In order to take them up now 
it would be proper that members should have 
the old rulfa before them, to that they could 
act 
intelligently. 
I 
do 
not 
remember 
the 
rules of the last session. 
1 have not them 
here, and certainly it would be unfair t j take 
them up now. 
I suppose those gentlemen have ex­ 
amined those rules, and have them in their minus. 
The rest of us are less fortunate. 
We certainly 
ought to have an opportunity. 
The P resident—'The rules are in the journal of 
the last session. 
Mr. Ryan—I move that this matter be made the 
special order for to-rr.orrow, immediately on the re 
convening of the Bession. 
Mr. Johnson—I move that the amendments be 
printed and laid upon the desks of tbe Senators be­ 
fore we act upon these amendments. That will only 
delay the matter one day. It will give everybody an 
opportunity to sec them. 
I say for one, I believe 
there is a job in this thing. 
I say it i ublicly and 
openly, and mean ju9t what I say. 
1 am op-09ed 
to putting up any jobs, and shall fight them, and 
I a»k those Senators h re who are not in favor of jobs 
to allow these things to be printed, so that we will 
know what they are. One day won’t interfere with 
the business of this Senate, or with the business of 
California, and we may iust as well have these mat 
tors printed and look at them, as wo can to act 
on them in this hasty manner, and I therefore 
move that the consideration < f these rules beset fcr 
to-morrow morning immediately after the reading 
of the journal, and that these amendments be primed 
for the information of the Senate. 
Mr. B iker—I wrould suggest the rules be printed 
as amended. 
Mr. Glascock—I second the motion. 
Mr. West- 1 believe that the amendments pro- 
poood by the majority of the committee arc suf­ 
ficiently transparent f<»r everybody to understand 
them. * My experience has been that a major part of 
the work of the Senate has devolved upon the com­ 
mittees. It was the object of the Committee on 
Rules to give the committees more time to digest 
and prepare their work. 
Mr. NY*— I hope that this matter will not be de­ 
layed. 
Wc have got to trust work of this charac­ 
ter, as well as legislative work, largely to commit­ 
tees. 
Wc have trusted it to a committee, it has 
made its report, ami we are as able to work now as 
any time 
There is work already assigned to com­ 
mittees. Whenever they are appointed they may 
go to work at once and by to-morrow morning have 
the bills reported ready far the second reading, if 
we only have the committees appointed 
I trust no 
unreasonable opposition will be made to those rules 
at the present time. 
Mr. Enos—The members of the Committee on 
Rules that was appointed certainly have the ad­ 
vantage of the rest of the members of the Senate in 
this radical change that has been offered here to this 
Rulo No. G, by which we were governed last session. 
Mr. Davis—I am anxious to have the report con­ 
sidered as rapidly as possible, bu inasmuch as a 
charge of a job has been made by a prominent 
Senator on the floor, I shall vote for the motion, 
with tbe understanding that he will eirher prove 
the charges he has made or take them back. 
Last 
winter charges of jobs and corruption had been 
¿nade indiscriminately by certain members on the 
floor, but they wc-e never verified by the persons 
who made them. I think it not becoming that 
such charges should be made upon the floor unless 
the person making them is able to substantiate 
them. 
It is a serious charge to charge those 
Senators that they put up a job in the matter of 
the presentation of these rules. 
Fur the reasons 
which 1 state I expect that this charge will be , 
proved or ventilated, at least. 
I shall vote for the 
resolution of the Senator from Sacramento. 
Mr. Sears—I have no objection to the postpone­ 
ment of these rules. In fact, 1 think under the cir­ 
cumstances, it is proper that it should go over tor 
one day. At the same time I do not think it neces­ 
sary to postpouc the appointment, therefore, of the 
important committees, when there is no change. 
They could be appointed under the old rule. 
But I 
do not propose to sit here quietly, as a member of 
the Committee on Rules and permit any member of 
that same committee to rise in his scut and make a 
charge against this committee of a job, which is to 
bespread broad cast over this State, without his 
defining what that job is, and to whom he alludes 
as the jobber. I want the facts and the proof and 
for that purpose 1 vote that t his matter may go over. 
It is a serious charge. 
It is one of a criminal 
nature, that a member of this body, who ha* taken 
his oath to do his duty, should secretly go into a 
committee and attempt to put up a job, in the lan­ 
guage of the Senator, against the State and the in­ 
terest of the State, and therefore I hone that the 
matter will go over for one day, in order that it 
be investigated, if necessary. 
Mr. SATTERWiiiTK—There is a job in the p oposed 
amendment to this rule, and as a Democratic 
member of this Seuate 1 am sorry that I went iuto 
it with the Senators from San Francisco and Mario. 
The job in that rule is to assist this Republican Leg­ 
islature and Senate to get through with its business 
as soou as possible. 
I believe, sir, that referriugthe 
bill before it is read and amending it, will save time 
and facilitate business. If I wanted, as a member of 
that committee, to retard legislation and disgrace 
the Republican majority of this body'and this Leg 
is’.ature, 1 certainly would have adhered to the old 
rule, and I hope, however, that the Senate will 
postpone this matter, and make it a special order for 
1 o’clock to-morrow, or 10 o’clock, so that our friends 
may scrutinize it fully and completely. 
Mr. Watson—I think, Mr. President, there is a 
misapprehension in the minds of some of the Sena­ 
tors as to the advantage cf the amendment and 
what the rule contemplates. As I understand it, 
the bills that are introduced have to be referred and 
printed, the same as though they had been read the 
first time. They are to be printed and laid on the 
desks of the Senators the next morning, the same 
as if they had been read. Now, it is well known 
that, in the vast majority of cases, Sena* ore do not 
listen. They cannot tell what nas been read. But 
under the circumstances, I am in fivor of post­ 
poning this until to-morrow, making it a special 
order, and in the meantime, to facilitate matters, 
the printer should be instructed to have the rules 
placed on the desk ; and for that matter, the com­ 
plete rules and amendments could he laid on our 
desks to-morrow morning.

The second section provides that the life 
of the murderer shall be forfeited to the 
relatives of the victim, and the third sec­ 
tion authorizes them to slay the murderer 
at any time within two year3 from the 
date of the crime, save in the case of 
minors, to whom this lim itation 'shall not 
apply. 
If this seems absurd to anyone 
they have only to examine the actual slate 
of affairs in regard to murder to realize 
that the law here proposed is in no re- 
speot more barbarous than the usage of 
California society as illustrated by the 
record of our Criminal Courts. 
It is an 
incontrovertible fact that this community 


h is practically craEed to treat murder 
a; 
a 
crm e. 
W ithin 
the 
past 
ten 
or 
fifteen 
years 
almost 
every 
con­ 
ceivable 
form 
of 
homicidal 
atroc­ 
ity has 
been 
condoned 
by 
California 
juries. 
N o matter how cruel, cold-blooded, 
wanton or brutal the crime, it has been 
found possible to impanel juries which 
would acquit the murderer. 
More than 
this, in the rare instances in which mur­ 
derers 'nave beeu convicted and sentenced 
to death they have been made the objects 
of a sym pathy and adulation not less 
amazing than disgusting. 
W omen and 
clergymen have vied with one another in 
exhibiting a morbid and gushing tender­ 
ness for the callous wretches whose lives 
were justly forfeit to the law, and the exe­ 
cutions of the murderers have been con­ 
verted into theatrical scenes in which the 
special representatives of what are sup­ 
posed to be the higher sentiments of 
society have thrown all the weight of their 
influence against the law and on behalf of 
the law-breakers. 
It is nonsense under 
these circumstances to put forward the 
theory that it is the particular juries con­ 
cerned which are alone culpable. 
If the 
sentim ent of the community was healthy 
juries would not thus continually acquit 
murderers. 
Nor is the superficial indigna­ 
tion which passes like a ripple over public 
opinion when some peculiarly 
flagrant 
crime is thus condoned, an evidence to the 
contrary. 
This spasmodic sentim ent has 
no depth, or it would long since have 
made itself felt to some purpose in the 
Courts. 
It is in truth but a passing qualm, 
the force of which may be represented 
by a single burst of expostulation from 
the 
press. 
One 
such 
volley is 
fired 
uoually after every failure of justice, but 
when that is done all interest in the' sub­ 
ject ceases, and the public proceed in quest 
of fresher sensation?, and think any recur­ 
rence to the past a bore. 
There is, more­ 
over, a powerful and prevalent belief in 
the right of men to kill one another under 
certain circumstances. 
It does not enter 
the heads of most people that the purpose 
of the law is to replace and abolish the 
old barbarous code of indiscriminate slaugh­ 
ter. It is evident that the sentim ent which 
formerly led to the hanging of men on sus­ 
picion of horse stealing is not dead yet, 
and that in fact California is in this re­ 
spect very far from being a civilized State. 


gards the nature of the system to be 
adopted, the reports of the Stale Engineer 
furnish the only trustworthy information.

their conviction. T h s is a very serious th'ng 
to say, butitiB the simple truth. W e cannot 
recall a single ease of the kind cited in 
i. hicb the murderer has been adequately 
puniiheil. A t the utmost as'nort term of im­ 
prisonment is inflicted in these cases, aud 
as soon as attention has been withdrawn 
from the matter efforts are begun to pro­ 
cure the pardon of the prisoner. 
It is, 
therefore, really more dangerous to com­ 
mit a burglary or a forgery than to kill a 
man in this State, aud it is necessary that 
the public should have 
this 
disgrace­ 
ful 
condition 
of 
things forced upon 
their 
attention. 
Senator 
J.)hn?un’s 
bill 
is 
calculated 
to 
promote 
the 
discussion of the situation, and when the 
facts are compared with what he proposes, 
it w ill be seen that no great relapse into 
barbarism is required to bring us to the 
methods he suggests. 
In fast, if we con­ 
tinue to acquit murderers as we have 
liitheitn done, this is plainly what will 
happen. 
W hen men see that their rtla- 
tives and friends are slaughtered with im­ 
punity, they will presently take into their 
own hands that work of punishment which 
the Courts have abandoned. 
They will 
avenge their family wrongs just as bimilar 
wrongs have been redressed on the fron­ 
tiers for generations. 
Blood feuds will 
become recognized institutions, and the 
eraek of the pistol and gleam of the knife 
will be everyday incidents on our principal 
thoroughfares and places of social and 
business resort. 
For it ¡3 absurd to sup­ 
pose that the murderers w ill always be 
permitted 
to 
have 
their 
own 
way, 
and 
if 
blood 
feuds 
do 
not 
arise, 
Vigilance 
Committees 
will. 
No com­ 
munity can allow murder to go unpunished 
without ultim ately reverting to barbarism. 
When the punishment for murder is vir­ 
tually abolished, as with us at present, 
the fact negatives all boast of advancement 
in civilization, and threatens a further de­ 
cline. 
W e mU9t punish murder by law, 
or it will be punished without law. 
That 
fact must be realized by our legislators, 
and therefore instead of taking Senator 
Johnson’s bill as a joke, they will do well 
to cast about for some serious practical 
method of restoring to the criminal law 
the energy and usefulness of which it has 
been deprived by the cowardice and im­ 
becility 
of 
juries, 
and 
the 
barbarous 
apathy or maudlin sentim entality of so­ 
ciety.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


Trout are being killed with giant powder 
in Kelsey creek, Lake county. 
The gold shipments of British Columbia 
for 1SSU amounted to §705,000. 
The office of the Visalia Delta was par­ 
tially burned last Friday morning. 
The Monterey cemetery is soon to be im­ 
proved. 
About §550 will be expended in 
the work. 
A meteor “ as large as a haystack” re­ 
cently fell on Slaughter Island, near New 
Westminster, B. C. 
The W ood river, Idaho, miners were re­ 
cently fifteen days without communication 
with the rest of the world. 
Fraser river is frozen over at Farr’s land­ 
ing, and below that to N ew W estminster, 
B. C., the river is full of ice. 
The Modoc Indepewlent says that there 
have been fifteen deaths recently’ from 
scarlet fever between Cedarville and E igle- 
ville. 
The customs duties collected at Victoria, 
B. C. , in December amounted to §50,13.1, 
an excess of §20,000 over the corresponding 
month of 1879. 
A t North Beud, on Coos bay, Oregon, 
they have built a shed over the vessel iu 
the course of construction, and the work 
goes on in spite of the weather. 
E. M. M cDonald, U nited States Com­ 
missioner to investigate the unlawful de­ 
struction of timber on Government land, is 
visiting S n Bernardino county. 
The s to rm s have unearthed an Indian 
grave-yard at the mouih of the Coqnille 
river, Oregon, where shells and beads rep­ 
resenting Indian money are found among 
the skeletons. 
A t Clinton, B. C., on the 25th of N o­ 
vember, the thermometer v.as said to be 
50 below zero. 
The cold snap of Novem ­ 
ber 2Cth and 27th was the coldest ever ex­ 
perienced in that section of the country. 
Agricultural iands in Dakota on the line 
of the Northern Pacific have sold as high 
as §10 per acre, aud the crops generally 
have liten above the average. 
Districts 
surveyed last season are now covered with 
settlers, and thriving towns are also spring­ 
ing up. 
Ten years ago the white population of 
Arizona did not exceed 10,000 souls, set­ 
tled about military posts or living iu the 
few towns 
scattered in the Territory. 
More than half of Arizona was then an un­ 
known country, only penetrated occasion­ 
ally by the venturous prospector. 
Says the State Line (Or.) H erald: There 
are now about 12,000 sheep on the desert, 
where they will bo kept until spring opens 
the range in the valleys. 
There are also 
many’ cattle being wintered there, anil the 
range is said to be in excellent condition. 
Snow falls on the desert sufficiently to sup­ 
ply the water necessary for the stock. 
A W innipeg paper says : 
A man named 
Guillaume came over the Rocky Mountains 
from British Columbia last fall with a 
sm ill herd of cattle, which he wintered on 
the grassy slopes of the Bow river country, 
under the shelter of the east side of the 
Rockies. 
These he sold in the spring, 
realizing §S 000, with which he returned to 
the Pacific slope. 


The question of irrigation will come be­ 
fore the Legislature, and it certainly will 
not bo able to handle it unless it is pre­ 
pared to bo guided by the advice and ex­ 
perience of others. 
The people who live 
in the arid regions w ill no donbt be pre­ 
pared with many recommendations looking 
to the clearing up of the confusion caused 
by the bungling laws on riparian rights 
which have heretofore been enacted. 
As 
usual in such cases we have blindly adopted 
laws and principles which were utterly 
inapplicable to California conditions, and 
now we are perplexed to find remedies for 
the wrongs whioh have been established. 
Nevertheless it is certain that this State 
must have a system of irrigation, and that 
this system muBt be wholly free from the 
control of corporations. 
These two essen­ 
tials must be held to under all circum­ 
stances, and it is necessary to shape exist­ 
ing conditions so as to fit them.

A x A gue K il l e r.—Von Lennep, the 
Swedish Consul, writes from “ Mvhazik, 
near Smyrna,” to the London Times, as 
follows : 
“ Before the eucalyptus was ever 
heard of in Asia Minor, I had seen the 
Bark of the willow used a? a febrifuge. 
I 
bad remarked the easy and inexpensive 
reproduction of this tree, its quick growth 
in damp places, its excellent qualities for 
fuel and for agricultural implements, and 
its great advantages for strengthening the 
banks of 
capricious streams, and had 
thence taken every opportunity after the 
winter floods to stick willow cuttiBgs 
along the banks of streams and in other 
damp places in my property ; also to scat­ 
ter plane-tree seeds in marshy spots. 
The 
result has been that, whereas tw enty years 
ago the full-grown trees in this neighbor­ 
hood might have been counted, a luxurious 
growth of willows and plane-trees marks 
my place, fuel is abundant, fever is stead­ 
ily decreasing, the meandering propensi­ 
ties of the streams are checked, my neigh­ 
bors have to come to me for agricultural 
implements, and I have not had to go for 
timber for rough purposes.” 
It may be 
interesting to observe in this connection 
that the comparatively new but well- 
known antiseptic preparation known as 
solicene is derived from the bark of a cer­ 
tain species of the willow. 
It is of a pure, 
hitter taste and highly febrifuge in quality. 
It is largely used in various solutions, in 
surgical operations, and is the most ef­ 
fectual preventive of putrefaction iff the 
system known. 


T om P a ine’s Estate 
Tom Paine tells 
of his escape from the guillotine, during 
his confinement in the Luxembourg, in 
this way :

O maha, January 5tb.—The follow ing ad­ 
ditional facts concerning ths accident on the 
Nebraska Division of the Chicago, Minne­ 
apolis, St. Paul and Omaha Railroad yester­ 
day, have been obtained, and throw some 
further light on the tragic affair. 
There 
were fourteen snow-shovelers in the cut, 
which is near 
Middle 
creek 
and they 
were 
in 
charge of 
Conductor 
Cams, 
who 
wat 
working 
a flat-car train iu 
hauling snow. 
Cams’ train was on the side 
track, and he was with men in the cut. not 
more than 100 feet from the southern extrem­ 
ity. 
He must have l-eea aware of the fact 
that the [ as-ienger train wan on its way to 
Omaha and nearly due, but he neglected to 
put nut any signals of warnirg, and did not 
even notify his own men of the danger. How 
any of them escaped is a miracle, aud none of 
them can say exactly how they did it, except 
that they made a run for life ahead of the 
train and just got out by a hair’s breadth. 
Nine thus made their etcape, including Cams, 
and one of these nine, John Adellar, was 
badly wounded, he having been struck by 
the 
train 
as 
it 
passed 
him, 
but 
he 
will recover, 
The other tlx who were killed 
very likely fell, being overcome with fright 
or slipping on the snow, 
The train was first 
seen when it was coming around the curve in 
the cut not over -100 or 500 feet from them. 
An inquest was held at Oakland, and the jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that Charles 
Meyers, N. N. Nelson, Tho?. Broughmaii, 
John Erickson, Ole Oleson and A. R. Swan­ 
son name to their death by being run over, 
and that the accident waB due to the careless­ 
ness aud neglect of Edward Cam?, foreman 
of the construction train, and working the 
gang, iu failing to place proper signals in ad­ 
vance of the passenger train and posting a 
person ahead to notify the gang of the ap­ 
proach of the passenger train. 
The deceased 
were all buried at Oakland except one, whose 
remains will be sent to New Albany, Iowa, 
to-morrow.

The committee then ro-*e and reported the bill 
to the House, when it passed. 
Reagan moved tn a tth e Hom»e proceed to the con­ 
sideration of the Uv«M calendar, stating that it was 
his intenti n to call up tbe inten»?ate commerce bill. 
He stated th at the bill waa of more importance than 
the funding bib or any measure before Congress. 
B ount Uiffered from began ou this poiut. 
Reagan’s motion was agreed to, and tbe calendar 
taken up. 
The first bill was the “ H ostetter bill,” prohibit­ 
ing M political assefsm» nts,” the title of which was 


greeted with laughter on the Republican side. Laid 
a*ide. 
Frye inquired how the interstate commerce Mu 
would gain any advantage by being taken up to-day. 
The Speaker—It will be unfinished business to­ 
morrow. 
*rye—Will it take precedence of the funding 
bill? 
The Speaker replied th at th e funding bill was in 
Committee of th e Whole, and tha'. the m otion to go 
into such com m ittee would have preference any 
tim e to a motion to go to the House calendar. 
The interstate commerce bill was fiuallv reached 
and taken up for consideran- n. 
Reagan stated th at he had reported the pending 
bill from the Committee on Commerce, though he 
did not himself approve its provisions. 
He bad 
offered a substitute, known as “ the Reagan substi­ 
tu te ,” ami McLane of Maryland had also offered a 
substitute, which he understood would be w ith­ 
drawal. 
F or the purpose of getting the m atter iu 
shape for debate, he proposed to explain the pro­ 
visions of his substitute, and he would then call the 
previous quest ion on the adoption of th at substi­ 
tute. 
Hendersou called attention to tbe anomalous situ ­ 
ation of the pending bill, which was in charge of a 
gentlem an ^Reagan) who was avowed y h»wtile to 
it. 
He desired th at Hume determ ination should be 
arrived at a9 to a division of the discussiou. 
Reagan then continued in support of his sub?ti 
tute. 
It provided th at one man should not be 
charged more than another for the same service; 
th at no draw backs or rebates should be allowed ; 
th at the people should not be deprived of the bene­ 
fit of com petition by pooling freights between com­ 
peting railroads; th at the people should be pro­ 
tected by partial restrictions on the power of cor­ 
porations, and th at more shall not be charged for a 
shorter distance than for a lo ger distance over the 
same line. 
Rice inquired w hether the gentlem an (Reagan) 
believed that Congress had the power to obligo the 
New \ ork Central Railroad Company, in any way, 
to modify itB charges for freight received by it at 
Buff do, either by railroad or steam boat, to be car­ 
ried within the State of New York. 
Reagan replied that it was the origin and destina­ 
tion of freight th at fixed the nature of commerce, 
if i eight was shipped from one State to another it 
was interstate commerce, w hether it went over one 
or many railroads 
Reagan then proceeded to state his objections to 
the com m ittee's bili, but was cut short by the expi­ 
ration of his hour. 
The m atter then went over, the understanding 
being th at when it next conics up one or tw . da)s 
be allowed for debate. 
Upson produced a bill authorizing the President 
to place Brigadier-General and Brevet Major Geu- 
cr.il E. o. C. Ord on the retired list, according to 
his brevet rank. 
R» ferred. 
The ¡Speaker read several executive commun’ca- 
tion3 before him, among them a letter from the 
Postm aster-Generil relative to bags of mail m atter 
rc nined in the W ashington postofhee, which were 
attem pted to be sent through the mails under 
franks.

Brown called for its reading, pending which the 
House adjourned.
